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Believe Typhoid Is 
Checked In Township 

No Cases Are Reported In Borough Limits 
Health Officials Rap Handling 
Of Disease In Philadelphia 

Although 15 cases of typhoid fever have been reported 
and more are expected, Lower Merion health officials ex- 
pressed the belief yesterday that the peak of the epidemic 
has been passed. 

This opinion was backed by the closing last Thursday 
night of Fulleborn's Retail Shop whose bakery products, 
local health officials are satisfied, were the source of infection. 



Health Officer Robert Thomas* 
said that 14 of the 15 Lower Mer- 
ion cases had been traced to Fulle- 
born's at 37 Coulter Ave., Ardmore, 
and the other case to a restaurant 
in Philadelphia which had served 
products from Fulleborn's main 
bakery at 154 W. Chelten Ave.. 
Germantown. 

Late yesterday. Dr. George W 
Grim. Lower Merioii's milk con- 
trol officer, said they were still 
awaiting information from the 
Philadelphia Department of 
Health as to the results of exam- 
inations made of Fulleborn's em- 
ployes. Dr. Grim said he had read 
in the daily newspapers that a 
typhoid carrier had been discov- 
ered, but that he had not received 
official confirmation of this either 
from the Philadelphia or the State 
-lealth authorities. 

Although the location of a car- 
rier was an important link in the 
fight against typhoid. Dr. Grim 
said, he believes the present epi- 
demic has been stopped by shut- 
ting off the bakery supplies. 

In addition to supplying its re- 
tail outlet in Ardmore. Fulleborn 
also served some of the most ex- 
clusive restaurants and clubs in 
Philadelphia with bakery products. 

Both Health Officer Thomas 
and Dr. Grim rapped the city 
health officials this week for lax- 
itv in reporting cases and for their 
failure to act promptly when ty- 
phoid was traced to the bakery. 

"The city had no idea where 
to go until we called on Thursday 
and told them it was Fulleborn's," 
said Grim. 

"As long ago as last Monday, 
we knew that Paul A. Cox, hus- 
band of the manager of the Ard- 
more branch of the bakery, was 
ill with typhoid." 

A resolution directing that a 
formal protest be lodged with the 
Department of Health of Philadel- 
phia for "its lack of co-operation 
in the matter of informing the 
authorities of Lower Merion on 
the situation" was adopted Mon- 
day night by the Milk Control 
District Committee of Lower Mer- 
ion. Dr. Glim announced. 

The committee consists of phy- 
sicians and laymen who have 
jurisdiction over milk and dairy 
products in the townships of 
Lower Merion and 'Haverford and 
the boroughs of Aldan. Narberth 
and Lansdowne. 

The first case in the Lower Mer- 
ion area was discovered January 
16. Grim said, and investigation 
began immediately. Lower Mer- 
ion officials quickly decided the 
Fullfborn firm was the source of 
infection.

Lines were formed at the State 
Legislature this week for a finish 
fight on the bill introduced in the 
House of Representatives bv 
Montgomery Cbunty Assemblyman 
Charles H. Brunner, Jr.. to rid 
the Schuylkill River of coal silt 
and sewage contamination. 

Wealthy coal operators, who 
claim they are going to lose thous- 
] ands yearly if the bill is passed, 
i were aligned on one . ide and on 
] the other civic leaders and public 
| health officials. 

I Governor Edward .*',j'rtin.*pvk>v 
I to the opening of the fourth week 
i of the State Legislature, predicted 
one of the bitterest fights in the 
history of Pennsylvania Legisla- 
ture, but added: 

"I firmly believe the bill even- 
tually will win. If we are going 
to have a battle, iet us have it. 
We are ready." 

Assemblyman Brunner said he 
thought the Anti-Stream Pollu- 
tion Bill would be passed despite 
the anthracite industry's "public- 
be-damned attitude." 

"There are 3,000.000 people in 
the Schuylkill River watershed 
who are vitally concerned in 
cleaning up the stream," declared 
Brunner. 

Members of the Montgomery 
County Boroughs Association also 
came out last week with an en- 
dorsement of the Brunner bill. 

Developments at the State Cap- 
itol this week were: 

Democratic leaders after a 
caucus declared they were "com- 
mitted in principle to a thorough 
anti-stream clearance program but 
deplored the back-tracking of the 
Republican and Democratic par- 
ties from legislative programs." 

Lobbyists were busy in both 
houses of the Legislature and 
seemed to be stirring up opposi- 
tion to the anti-pollution bill 
which Governor Martin said could 
be expected. 

Assemblyman Lambert Cadwal- 
ader, who represents the Main 
Line section of Montgomery 
County, also is believed to favor 
the Brunner bill although he has 
issued no statement recently. 
Cleaning up the river would give 
Lower Merion a waterfront that 
could be us'ed for bathing, aquatic 
sports and fishing. 



Officials of the Bala-Cynwyd 
Neighborhood Club this week 
asked Lower Merion Township to 
warn residents against placing ash 
and rubbish containers on the 
curb line and allowing snow and 
ice to pile up on their sidewalks. 

Action of the club officials was 
authorized at a meeting of the 
club last week.. Henry J. Kite, 
president of the organization, pre- 
sided. 

Placing of ash and rubbish on 
the curb line instead of at the 
fence or hedge line is contrary 
to instructions given to house- 
holders who have their refuse col- 
lected regularly. Allowing snow 
to accumulate on sidewalks is in 
violation of a township ordinance 
for which there is a $5 fine. 

Members expressed the opinion 
that residents placing ash and 
rubbish in the wrong place were 
newcomers to Bala-Cynwyd who 
are unfamiliar with the township's 
regulations. In some sections the 
practice, they said, were causing 
unsightly conditions. 

The president of the Neighbor- 
hood Club said he had asked town- 
ship authorities to temper their 
enforcement of the snow removal 
ordinance because many homes 
were without men to clean the 
sidewalks. In some cases, how- 
ever, he said there were reports of 
residents taking advantage of the 
manpower shortage excuse and 
were letting the ice and snow ac- 
cumulate without any good reason. 

Kite pointed out that many citi- 
zens had sustained injuries from 
falls on ice and snow coated side- 
walks. 

"If they are incapacitated," he 
pointed out. "this also means a 
loss in manpower." 

Later. Kite said, real estate 
agents will be asked to distribute 
notices to new residents telling 
them where ashes and rubbish 
should be placed if they expect to 
have it promptly and regularly 
collected. Also, he said, he was 
asking Joseph Conway, owner of 
the Egyptian Theatre and a di- 
rector of the Neighborhood Club, 
to flash notices on the screen 
about the hazards of ice-coated 
sidewalks and the unsightliness of 
ash and rubbish containers on the 
curb line. 

The township's ordinance re- 
quires snow removal by a home 
owner 10 hours after it has fallen. 

Members of the Neighborhood 
Club also approved a resolution 
against the appointment of Henry 
Wallace, former Vice President of 
the United States and Secretary 
of Agriculture, as Secretary of 
Commerce.

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548 Tax-Delinquent 
Properties Sold 

Townships, Boroughs 
And School Districts 
Share $79,373.56 

Properties acquired by Mont- 
gomery County because of tax 
delinquencies were redeemed or 
sold to new owners in increasing 
numbers during 1944, resulting in 
substantial revenue to many town- 
ships, boroughs and school dis- 
tricts of the County. 

This is revealed in a report on 
the activities of the real estate 
bureau operated under the super- 
vision of County Commissioners 
Foster C. Hillegass. Fred C. Peters 
and Raymond K. Mensch. The 
bureau handles disposition of all 
properties sold to the County at 
Treasurers' Sales. 

Sales Total $79,373.56 

Operations of the real estate 
bureau last year resulted in re- 
demptions and sales of 548 par- 
cels of ground, mostly unimproved, 
amounting to S79.373.56. the ma- 
jor portion of which was dis- 
tributed to townships, boroughs 
and school districts as their share 
of delinquent taxes due on the 
properties. 

The redemptions and sales also 
mean that property assessed at 
$189,630 has been returned to the 
tax rolls on a current revenue pro- 
ducing basis. In the great major- 
ity of cases, the amounts received 
for the properties covered de- 
linquent taxes, which went back 
in a few instances as far as 1924, 
penalties, interest and costs. 

Sales of properties in the hands 
of the County brought a total of 
S34.497.71. Thirty-five parcels 
were sold in boroughs for $10.- 
399.21 while 224 were sold in 
townships for $24,098.50. 

Redemptions of properties by 
former owners produced $44.- 
875.85. In boroughs 40 parcels 
were redeemed for $6,201.72 while 
in townships 249 parcels were re- 
deemed for a total of $38,674.13. 
Assessed Valuations 

The assessed valuation of prop- 
erty in boroughs which has been 
placed on a current basis as a 
result of these sales and redemp- 
tions is $30,705 while in town- 
ships the assessed valuation 
amounts to $158,925. 

In Lower Merion Township, 
four parcels of land were sold or 
redeemed and in Narberth Bor- 
ough three parcels. 

$81,4¥Spentfor 
Foster Children 

Report Made To Court 
By Chief Probation 
bfficer 



A total of $81,460.42 was paid 
out by Montgomery County dur- 
ing the year 1944 for maintenance 
of county wards placed through 
the Juvenile Court in foster homes 
under supervision of the Chil- 
dren's Aid Society. Catholic -Chil- 
dren's Bureau and the Lutheran 
Children's Bureau, it was dis- 
closed Tuesday in the annual re- 
port of Chief Probation-Desertion 
Officer T. Hastings Yeakle, to 
the Court. 

Of this sum only $13,433.54 was 
collected from the parents of the 
children, which was an improve-" 
ment over 1943 when only $10.- 
119.22 was received by the county 
in reimbursement. 

"These are actually expendi- 
tures made by the taxpayers, 
through the county," Mr. Yeakle 
says in the report, "to provide for 
proper care of dependent and 
neglected children, a fact not 
generally known to the average 
person." 

Organizations Aided 

Organizations which received 
th< money for board, mainten- 
ance, medical and dental care and 
clothing for the children were: 

Children's Aid Society, $49,- 
273.31; Catholic Children's Bu- 
reau. $7,555.33; Lutheran Chil- 
dren's Bureau. $499.95; appropri- 
ation to Children's Aid Society for 
Administration expenses. $5,000. 

Payments direct to institutions 
were: House of the Good Shep- 
herd, $2,497.60; Sleighton Farms 
for Girls. $4,135.13: Glen Mills 
School for Boys, $7,200.50 and 
Philadelphia Protectory for Boys, 
$1,428.50. In addition, $3,870.10 
was paid to private homes for 
board and clothing, all of which 
makes up the total of $81,460.42. 

The total number of children on 
the County's "boarding list" as of 
Dec. 31. 1944 was 1U3. the report 
adds. The lolnl on that- dnt.e in 
1943 was 209. 

Children placed or replaced in 
foster homes by the Children's 
Aid Society for the Court in 1944 
totaled 30; those placed or re- 
placed in foster homes by the 
Catholic Children's Bureau to- 
taled six, the same number be- 
ing placed in the Lutheran Or- 
phanage last year.

Keystone Auto Club 
Asks "Break" For 
Stickerless Cars 

Emergency "relief" from the 
penalties of the State's motor 
vehicle inspection law for tens of 
thousands of motorists unable to 
secure inspection "stickers" before 
the January 31 deadline, was 
urged this week by the Keystone 
Automobile Club. 

Abnormal wartime and weather 
conditions have caused the worst 
inspection jam-up since Pennsyl- 
vania's compulsory inspection 
program began in 1929. a survey 
made by the Club showed. 

"We have heard reports that 
police in some sections of the 
State are planning to give drivers 
of 'stickerless' cars a 'break' be- 
cause of unprecedented conditions 
beyond the control of the in- 
dividual." the club declared. "We 
strongly urge that all enforce- 
ment offiicals throughout Penn- 
sylvania make similar reasonable 
allowances for the inability of 
motorists to comply with the in- 
spection law. Blind adherence to 
the letter of the law will result 
in many cases of unjust hardship 
for the individual motorist and 
needlessly interfere with vital 
wartime private transportation 
facilities." 



27 In Cooperative 
Business Training 

Spend Half Day at 
School and Other 
Half In Work 



Students of the business educa- 
tion department of the Lower Mer- 
ion High School, under the direc- 
tion of A. S. Benner. began their 
second year of cooperative busi- 
ness training this week. Twenty- 
seven seniors complete their school 
subjects by noon, eat their lunch 
and are off to offices in Ardmore 
and Philadelphia to put in a half- 
da-y's work. Each week they re- 
port the type of work in which 
they are engaged, and are also ob- 
served on the job by Benner and 
Miss Anita Taylor, instructors in 
the department, who discuss with 
the employer, any personal or 
other problems that may arise. 

This office experience is invalu- 
able, putting approximately $5,- 
000 in the students' pockets and. 
in most instances, clinching a job 
four months before graduation in 
June.

Local Women Preferred 

Prior to Monday night's meet- 
ing Harman and Ogden appeared 
at a session of the Borough Coun- 
cil and told the councilmen they 
had difficulty in obtaining women 
volunteers. They said that none 
of the present price panel inspec- 
tors came from Narberth and that 
store visits are being made in Nar- 
berth by outside women. They 
pointed out it is always better to 
have local women make the in- 
spections, because local merchants 
and consumers will cooperate with 
someone they know. 

Ogden told borough officials he 
wanted a chance to explain that 
checking up on store prices was 
neither snooping nor FBI prob- 
ing. Each inspector for the price 
panel, he said, is given an identi- 
fication card. By pointing out 
correct OPA practices she is ab]e 
to help the merchant as well as 
the consumer. 

Refuses Comment 

When asked what he thought 
about the poor turnout for the 
meeting Harman declared: 

"The meeting was called by 
Civilian Defense officials. I don't 
want the Ration Board quoted. 
We are working on other plans but 
for the present we have nothing 
to say."

Theoretically each store should be 
visited once a month. 

Manv of the present panel in- 
spectors have been forced to work 
overtime to cover the territory. 
Last month the present group was 
able to put in only about 100 in- 
spection hours, with half-an-hour 
considered necessary for each 
thorough store visit.

Not Humanly Possible to Save Lives In 
Monissey Fire, Official Probe Shows 



It was not humanly possible to 
have prevented the loss of life in 
the fire that destroyed the home 
of R. P. Morrissey, Lancaster Ave. 
and Llanlew Rd., Haverford. on 
December 30 and took four lives, 
Lower Merion commissioners after 
an investigation reported this 
week. 

The report of the commission- 
ers backs up the findings of Har- 
vey Benson, fire marshal for the 
Township. 

Commissioners conducted a sep- 
arate investigation becuuse they 
have received letters suggesting 
that a paid fire department was 
needed. 

In regard to this the commis- 
sioners say: 

"It has been the conclusion of 
the Township Commissioners in 
the past and it is their present 
belief that the volunteer fire com- 
panies of the Township are pre- 
pared and do furnish satisfactory 



fire protection for which they are 
entitled to receive the apprecia- 
tion of our citizens." 

For a number of years the 
Township has augmented with ap- 
propriations what the volunteer 
companies received through priv- 
ate donations. This year the com- 
panies will receive $84,665 from 
the Township. Even now each of 
the companies have two paid fire- 
men on duty. 

Report of the commissioners fol- 
lows in part: 

'The Fire Marshal arrived at 
the scene within approximately 10 
minutes after the alarm was 
sounded. At the time of his arrival 
he observed that the entire ground 
floor was burning to a white heat, 
heavy steam and smoke were pour- 
ing from the windows of the sec- 
ond floor and several streams of 
water were being thrown into the 
building.

Employment Opportunities 
Postwar Housing 

The most vital postwar need in 
Pennsylvania will be adequate 
houses. This is particularly true in 
view of the fact that though 
Pennsylvania's growth has not 
been so rapid in the past ten years, 
as it was at the beginning of the 
century, the present decade has 
witnessed an unusual increase in 
the number of young men and 
women of marriageable age. Fol- 
lowing the war there will be great- 
ly increased demand for dwellings 
and a considerable increase in the 
number of families in the State as 
compared with only a few years 
ago. 

In 1940 Pennsylvania contained 
2.515,524 occupied dwelling units 
with an average of 3.94 per cent 
persons per dwelling. Nearly 46 
per cent, of Pennsylvania's homes 
were occupied by their owners and 
even in that year less than 4 per 
cent, of these dwellings were va- 
cant. Since more than 1,200,000 of 
all Pennsylvania houses were built 
more than thirty years ago. this 
percentage of occupancy was ex- 
tremely high and indicates the very 
great need which will soon develop 
lor new houses or apartments in 
our suburbs and cities. 

Though more than $131,000,000 
in Federal funds has been expend- 
ed on emergency housing in Penn- 
sylvania, a large part of this con- 
struction was of an impermanent 
type and much of it is located near 
war plants or in communities 
which cannot hope to maintain 
their wartime population.

Into Northern Tunisia 

We moved one afternoon to a 
new position just a few miles be- 
hind the invisible line of armor 
that separates us from the Ger- 
mans in Northern Tunisia. Noth- 
ing happened that first night that 
was spectacular, yet somehow the 
whole night became obsessed with 
a spookiness that leaves it-stand- 
ing like a landmark in my memory. 
We had been at the new camp 
about an hour and were still set- 
ting up our tents when German 
planes appeased overhead. We 
stopped work to watch them. It 
was the usual display of darting 
planes, with the conglomerate 
sounds of ack-ack on the ground 
and in the sky. 

Suddenly we realized that one 
plane was diving straight at us, 
and we made a mad scramble for 
fox-holes. Two officer friends of 
mine had dug a three-foot hole 
and set their tent over it. So they 
made for their tent, and I was 
tramping on their heels. The tent 
flap wouldn't open, and we wound 
up in a silly heap. Finally it did 
open, and we all dived through 
the narrow opening all at once. 
We lay there In the hole, face 
down, as the plane came smack 
overhead with a terrible roar. 
We were all drawn up inside, 
waiting for the blow. Explosions 
around us were shatteringly 
loud, and yet when it was all 
over we couldn't find any bomb 
holes or anybody hurt. 
But you could find a lot of nerv- 
ous people.

Dusk came on, and with dusk 
began the steady boom of big guns 
in the mountains ahead of us. 
They weren't near enough for the 
sound to be crashing. Rather it 
was like the lonely roll of an ap- 
proaching thunderstorm — a sound 
which since childhood has always 
made me sad with a kind of por- 
tent of inevitable doom.

their bodies. 

"The Fire Marshal has now com- 
pleted his investigation and has 
reported to the Township Com- 
missioners. He states that in his 
opinion at the time the alarm for 
the fire was sounded, it was not 
humanly possible to have prevent- 
ed the loss of life that occurred, 
that the response of the Fire De- 
partments was prompt, and that 
the fire was fought and brought 
under control in an efficient man- 
ner. He also stated that the four 
policemen in radio cars who were 
at the scene of the fire within two 
or three minutes after the alarm 
sounded not only completely con- 
trolled traffic in the neighbor- 
hood but did everything that could 
be expected of them in attempting 
to enter the house and in assist- 
ing in fighting the fire. In the 
judgment of the Fire Marshal 
nothing took place in connection 
with this fire which calls for cor- 
rective action either in the Fire 
Department or in the Police De- 
partment. A committee of the 
Township Commissioners have re- 
viewed the statements taken by 
the Police Department and have 
independent inquiries into the 
fire. The Township Commission- 
ers wish to state that they concur 
in the conclusions of the Fire Mar- 
shal as stated above. 

"As a result of this occurrence a 
number of communications have 
been received by the Township 
Commissioners raising the ques- 
tion whether the Township should 
not have paid fire companies in- 
stead of the existing volunteer 
companies. This is a question that 
has received the careful consid- 
eration of the Township Commis- 
sioners at various times during the 
past. 10 years or more and it may 
be noted that in 1940 an assistant 
to the Township Manager spent a 
period of several months in mak- 
ing a detailed study of this whole 
subject for the information of the 
Commissioners. It has been the 
conclusion of the Township Com- 
missioners in the past and it is 
their present belief that the vol- 
unteer fire companies of the Town- 
ship are prepared and do furnish 
satisfactory fire protection for 
which they are entitled to receive 
the appreciation of our citizens. 
This opinion of the Commissioners 
is further strengthened by the 
fact that the prevailing fire insur- 
ance rates in the Township are ex- 
ceptionally low.
